NABEATIVE OF PEOCEEDINGS. 

The Fourth Session of the Louisiana Conferenoe of the Bl 
E. Church was opened at New Orleans, at Wesley Chapel, 
Thursday at seven and a half, P. m., December L4, 1S71, by 
Bishop E. S. Janes. 

The regular services were introduced by Eev. Dr. East. 
Eev. G. W. Honey, of Texas, led in prayer. The four succed- 
ing sessions, which closed December 10th, were opened res- 
pectively by Eevs. S. Chinn and A. Eoss, Revs. IF. Green ami 
C. W. Bryant, Eev. J. C. Hartzell, Eevs. S. Chinn and George 
Dardis. 

The Conference was favored with the presence of Drs, 
Hitchcock and Eust, ot Cincinnati ; Chaplain McCabe, of 
Philadelphia ; and the Eev. and Hon. G. W. Honey, of Texas ; 
Dr. Doremus, agent of the Southwestern Bible Society was 
introduced. Their sermons and addresses added greatly to 
the general interest of the occasion. Eev. Philix> Weber, now 
supplying the First German Church of New Orleans, was in- 
troduced and was in constant attendance. Eev. T. J. Lacey, 
of the M. E. Church, South, was readmitted to the traveling 
connection, an Elder in full connection, on his certificate of 
location, at the Louisiana Conference for 1869* Ellis F. Bis- 
coe, on recommendation from Livingston, N. J., was admitted 
to the traveling connection. He was afterwards elected to 
Deacon's and Elder's Orders under the missionary rule. 

The Sabbath Schools from ten of our Churches, united in a 
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jubilee meeting, on Monday, December 18th. They were or- 
ganized under the direction of Chief Marshal William P. For- 
est, who called upon the Bishop to preside. Each school sang 
a beautiful chorus— furnished one or more speakers, and paid 
in its missionary contributions, as follows : 

Wesley, 825 00 ; First Street, $28 10 ; Marais Street, $21 00; 
La Harpe Street, $1G G5 • Poet Street, $17 25 ; Union Bethel, 
$25 00; Jefferson, $8 10; Carrollton, $10 15 ; Camp Parapet^ 
$6 00; Ames, $25. A public collection was taken up, $15 00. 

Addresses were delivered by Bishop Janes, Governor War- 
moth, Judge Dibble and others, all ot whom gave expression 
to their great surprise and delight at the character of the ex- 
ercises. And, indeed, it is very rarely that better taste in 
selection, or superior talent in exhibition is witnessed, than 
wajg shown by these children. 

An evening was occupied by Chaplain McCabe in behalf of 
Church Extension, greatly to the advantage of the cause, and 
to the delight of his audience. Dr. Bust, in his unique style 
and resistless manner of appeal, worked up the Freedmen's 
Aid Society one night, with grand effect. A good collection 
was taken up on each occasion, in aid of the causes repre- 
sented. 

The statistics given hereafter show a small increase in 
each of the benevolent collections. Their aggregate is 
$1007 10. Total increase $177 30. 

An unusually gratifying exhibit is given in the large 
amount of money reported by our churches for the support of 
the institutions of religion in Louisiana. For Sunday Schools, 
8532 20. Quarterly collections for Presiding Elders, $1450 45. 
Current Church expenses, §5959 30. For improvements, debt, 
etc., $12,425 79. For pastoral support, $12, 040 74. Grand 
total, with benevolent collections, of $34,410 98. This sum is 
$9,620 43 in excess of last year, and is equal to an average of 
four dollars per member. It is nearly three times as much 
more, than the whole amount expended annually within our 
bounds, by the Missionary and Church Extension Societies. 
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For every dollar scut to Louisiana from the General Church 
Fund, we have raised three dollars by our awn efforts. And 
less than one thousand dollars of the sum reported has conic 
from abroad 5 and that was from the Northern German 
Churches to aid their brethren in New Orleans. 

Eight of our Missionary Churches of last year, are made 
self-supporting Churches this year, greatly to their own credit. 
Eight others were diminished in their allowance to fifty dol- 
lars each. Eight new missions have been thereby opened up 
and provided for. Thus the work expands from year to year. 

By a little special effort at the first Quarterly Conference < 
by the Presiding Elders, the late Mission Churches will he in- 
duced to estimate enough additional salary, and raise it before 
the year closes, to prevent any of onr preachers having less 
support than they had the previous year. 

On the last day of the session the election of delegates 
to the General Conference was attended to. The Bishop direc- 
ted the Secretary to call the roll of the members. Each one 
deposited his ballot on the President's table as his name was 
called. The Bishop appointed Emperor Williams and Henry 
Green to overlook him while calling out the names voted for* 
The Secretary and assistant were directed to keep count. The 
Bishop then announced the result. 

The whole number of ballots 42 

Necessary to a choice 22 

L. C. Matlack had 29 

E. K. Diossy had 10 

All others had 3 

The Bishop declared L. C. Matlack elected. On motion of 
B. K. Diossy, the vote was made unanimous by acclamation. 

The ballot for a reserve resulted in the election of ' William 
M. Daily by a similar majority, and on motion of William 
Murrell, his election was also made unanimous. 

The Laymen's Electoral Conference met on Saturday, De- 
cember 16th, at 2 o'clock p. m. General Bussey was called to 
the chair by vote of the Conference, He delivered an inter- 
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esting address on taking t^ie chair. J. Lewis Bartli was cho- 
sen Secretary. A CommittStNjn Credentials was appointed, 
of which Pierre C. Landry was chairman. 

Bishop Janes officially notified the Convention that it could 
not be known until Monday whether one or two Laymen 
should be chosen. The Electoral Conference then adjourned to 
meet Monday, December 18th, at 4 o'clock, p. m. 

On that day the Bishop informed them that the number of 
members of the Annua] Conference, in full convention, would 
only allow of one Ministerial and one Lay Delegate to the 
General Conference. 

The ballot resulted in the choice of Felix Landry, delegate 
and E.Bowie, reserve. A oommitte was appointed to report 
to the Annual Conference. They presented the following 
brief report:

TEMPERANCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Conference : 

Dear Brethren: — Your Committee on Teinperance respectful- 
ly invite the attention of the Conference to the following, 
which is submitted as our report. 

From one end of this State to the other, intemperance pre- 
vails. The trail of the serpent is seen in every grade of our 
social and business life. The poor laborers in the rice, cotton 
and sugar fields of our sunny land, (blinded and deceived by 
the devil,) deem their cabins unfurnished unless they are sup- 
plied with whisky. Every grocery and supply store, almost 
every Bank, the offices of the profession, and the offices of 
our State and parish officials have their sideboards, closets 
and demijohns loaded and rilled with intoxicating liquors. 
Jhxt few social gatherings, in city or country, are found where 
wine does not flow. Shall we say it J we must, for it is true- 
men set apart for the work of the Christian ministry, under 
the press of the existing demoralization, do not deem it de- 
rogatory to their high calling to look on the Ci wine when it is 
red,-' or to shake hands with the devil in the damnable prac- 
tice cf wine drinking, and that with the ungodly as well as 
among themselves. 

God bears us witness, we report in love, but members of our 
churches, yes, even some of our own brethren of the ministry 
are not guiltless of this pernicious practice, and as your Com- 
mittee on this subject, we dare not let this opportunity pass 
to probe the conscience of the ministry and church. 

It is not our purpose to single out any one of our brethren 
and heap the obloquy of the sin on him, nor to lay the sin at 
the door of every member of the Conference, but God and you 
will bear us witness to the truth of our report. Our objectis 
to awaken the conscience of every member of this Confer- 
ence to the enormity of this sin, and to secure united efforts 
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against it, and earnest prayer to Almighty God for the con- 
vincing, reproving power of the Holy Spirit to secure this 
result. 

Lift np or hang down your heads and you behold the evil 
that is upon us. Friends, neighbors and children are being 
ruined. Our homes, churches and pulpits are invaded, the 
efforts of our ministers paralyzed, and the salvation of souls 
prevented by our lukewarmness on this subject. Awake, 
brethren, awake ! the cry of perishing souls is heard on every 
hand. The Lord has set you as watchmen over the house of 
Israel, and commands you to ; sound the trump ot alarm, to 
warn his people. 

The devil is striking at our hearts with his fangs. Woe ! 
woe! fearful woe! broods over the land, blighting our inheri- 
tance aud taking down to hell those for whom Jesus died, by 
thousands. Our total-abstinence trumpets hang in the 
watch-towers covered withdust. The foe admitted in side the 
wall is desecrating the altars of our Zion and jibing our 
brethren. s 

God is calling for his children, arid demands their, blood at 
our hands, because we failed to sound the trumpet>6f warning.

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FREEDMEN'S AID SOCIETY. 
The Committee to whom the Couference has committed the 
work of expressing Us approbation of this Society, and the 
duty of acknowledging its benefactions, would report that 
during the past year, three schools have been wholly or in 
part, sustained within the bounds of our Conference, by the 
Freedman's Aid Society, viz: one in- New Orleans, under Miss 
R. Coit and her assistants; one on Bayou Teche, at Mr. Bald- 
wins place, under Rev. S. L. Beiler, and partly the Orphan's 
Home School. 

The pecuniary contributions of the Society are uot the only 
nor the greatest benefactions for which we should feel grate- 
ful, the correspondence, the visits and above all the eloquent 
addresses of its secretary, Rev. Or. Rust, on the subject of 
education, have been invaluable to us. Our preachers, teach- 
ers and children, indeed all who have listened to his appeals, 
have been inspired by his enthusiasm, and will not fail to 
value knowledge more highly aud to seek for it more earnest- 
ly than ever. 

We believe that so far from having finished its mission in 
the South, the Society is now capable nf doing for us better 
service thau in the past. The State schools of course are pre- 
pared to give our children an education in the ordinary 
brauches, but we need high grade and Biblical schools to pre- 
pare teachers and preachers for the great work now opening 
before us. 

The suggestions of the Committee on Education, in regard 
to concentrating our patronage upon one good school in New 
Orleans, have our cordial approval, and we would urge all 
the preachers and our people, to co-operate heartily in this 
•natter, both by their contributions and by seeking out and 
sending to this school, young men and women whose talents 
and piety gi ve pr0 mise of usefulness to the church and to

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PEEAC1IEKS' AID SOCIETY. 
Your Committee appointed to report a plan or constitution 
for the organization of a « Treacher*' Aid Society," beg leave 
to report that in the hurry of Conference business, we have 
not been able to prepare such a constitution as the impor- 
tance of the subject demands, but we recommend that such a 
society be formed with as little delay as practicable, and that 
to insure its formation and perpetuity, we recommend the 
appointment of a committee to prepare a well matured con- 
stitution on the following outline : 

1. The society be called « The Preachers' Aid Society of the 
Louisiana Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church." 

2. The objects of the society to raise a fund to be properly 
invested, for the benefit of superanuated preachers of the 
Louisiana Conference, the widows and orphans of debased 
ministers, and cases of necessity among the effective men. 

3. The officersxrf the society to consist of a president, vice 
president, secretary, treasurer and a board of managers of 
five, who shall>lso, in connection with the treasurer, be the 
investin g committee. 

4. Any persoifmay become a member of the society by the 
payment of one^ollar annually, and the payment of ten dol- 
lars at any online a life member. 

5. The annifaMneeting of the society shall be at the time 
and place of the meeting of the Louisiana Conference. 

6. Such otherf details as may be necessary to perfect the 
foregoing outline. 

7. And when such constitution is thus perfected, that it he 
regularly incorporated under the general laws of the State. 

8. That we do hereby appoint as the officers of the society: 
President, Eev. Dr. Matlack. 

1st Yice President, Eev. Dr. Daily. 

2d Yice President, Eev. Emperor Williams. 

Secretary, Eev. M. C Cole.

ORPHANS' HOME SOCIETY. 
The Orphans' Home Society of Louisiana, was incorporated 
October 14, 1866, and has for its object the taking care of or- 
phans without distinction of sex or race. Its charter provides 
that the "president, treasurer, corresponding secretary, and 
two-thirds of the board of managers shall be members of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church," and also that the institution 
"shall be under the auspicies of the Mississippi Mission Con- 
ference. ' ? At the second session of the Mississippi Mission 
Conference, it was resolved that the Orphans' Home Society 
should be accepted in trust by the Conference. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church in Louisiana is therefere 
responsible for the success of this most important enterprise. 
Through the liberality of noble men and women, and the gen- 
erosity of the Freedinen's Bureau, and the General Assembly 
of Louisiana, the society now owns a sugar plantation on 
the Bayou Teche, of eighteen hundred acres, with a sufficient 
number of comfortable quarters for the planters. There is 
also on it a large two-story brick building, cajpable of accom- 
modating two hundred and fifty children.' About one hun- 
dred children are now being cared for. During the past year 
a sugar house has been erected, which is now in operation, 
taking off the crop. The sugar house cost $6,875, and has a 
capacity of from ten to twelve hogsheads per day. The crop 
this year will yield about one hundred hogsheads, of which 
the Home receives one-third. The plantation is under the 
charge of Captain John T. White, as superintendent, and the 
Home is rtill under the care of Mrs. Eoberts. The financial 
exhibit of the treasurer, Hon. II. C. Dibble, will show a bal- 
ance in the treasury of fi ve hundred dollars on the 1st of Jan- 
wary, 1872. 
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The following resolutions are offered : 

^ 31ha,t James Hay ward, George Datdis and B. Green be 
appointed a visiting committee, to report at the next Confer- 
ence. 

2. That the Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. W. S. 
Wilson chaplain of the Home.

EDUCATIONAL WORK. 

An extended report was presented by the Secretary of the 
Committee, Rev. J. C. Hartzell, too elaborate to be contained 
in our published minutes, but which has been recorded in 
full on the Conference Journal. A few extracts are quoted: 

" The work done by Thompson University thus far, has 
mainly been the work of the Freedmen's Aid Society." * * 
* " It is due to the Louisiana Conference that the Church at 
large should know that Thomson University has not 820,000 
of educational capital on which to operate during the past 
four years, as is generally the impression. Instead of this, 
practically, the trustees have not had, and do not now have, 
the control of any property whatever. It is also the judg- 
ment of the committee, that, until the trustees come in pos- 
session of property either by donation or purchase, over which 
they have perfect control, it would not be well for this Con- 
ference to give to them its patronage." 

The committee commend very highly the Union Normal 
School, New Orleans, of which, Miss R. A. Coit is principal, 
with Misses Henley, Harrington and Eoxborough as assis- 
tants. And declare that "it would be wisdom in the Confer- 
ence to make it the recipient of its care and patronage." 

A resolution was also presented declaring that 4C the Con- 
ference continue to act under the charter of the Thomson 
Biblical Institute," which, with the entire report w as approved. 
The trusteeships were all declared vacant, and L. C. Mat-lack, 
J. C. Hartzell, J. M. Vance, W. P. Forest, 11. fit. ttlossy, were 
elected. 
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BOOK DEPOSITORY AND PERIODICALS. 

After an extended report the following were submitted and 

adopted : 

« Whereas, The Louisiana Conference is central to a great 
portion of our work in the South, including the great States 
of Texas, Mississippi, Arkansas, Alabama and a large portion 
of Tennessee ; and 

l( Whereas, The city of New Orleans is the great city of the 
Southwest, and is the great commercial center to which our 
people naturally look for supply of books, reading matter, 
and also for the current news of the day, and religious or 
Church periodicals ; and, 

u Whereas, It ic unnatural and unreasonable to expect them 
to look to any other point in the South as their center for sup- 
plying the reading matter or Church periodicals ; therefore, 

lienohed, That in our judgment it is the imperative duty of 
the Church and the'ensuing General Conference to establish a 
good hook depository in this city, for the supply of our own 
and all surrounding Conferences who look to this point as a 
radiating center, and also in connection therewith, at the ear- 
liest practicable day, to establish a religious paper to be pub- 
lished under the auspicies and in the interest of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, as the organ of Louisiana, Texas, Mis- 
sissippi, Arkansas, AJabanut and West Tennessee Conferences, 
if no more.'' Kespectfully submitted,

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MEMOIR OF KEV. ANANIAS FRAER 

Rev. Ananias Fraer was born, as near as we can ascertain, in 
1832. He was born and raised up in slavery in the vicinity of Jack- 
son, East Felliciana Parish, Louisiana. At an early age lie gave his 
heart to God, and embraced the religion of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
And from his youth he maintained such a uniform, stable, Christian 
character as to win the confidence and esteem, not only of his fellow- 
servants, but also of the entire community in which he lived. For 
a time he was employed as janitor at the Centenary College in 
Jackson, La., and while there the students took such an interest in 
him, though a slave, that they gave him instruction in the rudi- 
ments of an English education, as far as they were permitted to do 
so. In this way he learned to read and write. 

Soon after his removal from the janitorship of the college, he 
commenced exhorting and preaching to his fellow-bondsmen as far 
as he was permitted to do so, and exerted a great influence among 
them as a faithful man of God — and continued to do so until the 
coming on of the war of the Rebellion. His owner then removed 
with him to Texas. But even there among strangers he continued 
to preach and labor for the good of souls. 

On the termination of the war, when ic liberty w r ns proclaimed 
to the captives throughout the land," he returned to his native place 
to live and labor with those who knew 7 and loved him best. Almost 
immediately on the organization of our mission Conference in this 
country, he sought the nearest preacher in charge, and formally en- 
rolled himself under the banner of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
— with her to live and labor the residue of his days. He was verj 
soon employed as a pastor by a Presiding Elder, and in 1868 was 
admitted on trial into the traveling connection, and appointed to 
Jackson. In 1869 he was again appointed to the same place. In 
1870, at the last session of our Conference, was admitted into full 
connection, and for the third year was returned to Jackson. But 
in one short week after the adjournment of Conference, he ceased 
to labor,, and entered into "the rest that remaineth for the people 
of God." 
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While at Conference he contracted a severe cold, which settled 
ou his lungs and brought on pneumonia. He was barely able to 
reach home, and immediately took his bed. The symptoms from 
the first were alarming, and his own convictions were that " the 
time of his departure was at hand. The physician was sent for, 
and all tjiat medical skill could do was done. Kind Christian friends 
gathered around him, all ready and anxious to do something to 
court his stay on earth. But he was ready and willing "to depart 
and be with Christ'' To his weeping wife who hovered around hi s 
couch, he said, " Oh, Fanny, my dear wife, weep not for me, I am 
going home— I will soon be with Jesus, and you will not be long 
behind me. We will soon be together again." And when his new 
born child, a son, born during his sickness, was brought to him, 
that he might look upon him for the first and last time, he blessed 
him in the name of the Lord, and charged his wife to raise him for 
God, that lie, too, might meet him in heaven. And to all his Mends 
around him he talked of " Jesus and the Resurrection " as long as 
he could articulate — and thus sweetly fell asleep in Jesus, January 
4th, 1871. He fell at his post, with all his armor on, and in full view 
of the Promised Land. " He was a good man, full of faith and the 
Holy Ghost, and much people were added to the Church " through 
his instrumentality. 

Brother Fraer was a good preacher, a sound Methodist, and of 
pure, unblemished Christian character. He had the confidence, the 
love and the esteem of the entire community in which he lived and 
died. In many respects his place will be hard to fill, especially as 
he was carrying forward a noble work in church building, which 
no other man could do in that place, as could he, had he lived, 
such was the hold which he had upon the community. But the 
Lord hath taken him away. Still the Magnolia Church, at Jack- 
son, is, and will continue to be Iris monument, and as long as its 
sweet-toned bell shall continue from Sabbath to Sabbath, to ring 
oiit its invitations to the people to " come up to the house of the 
Lord," it will awaken in the minds of the whole community sweet 
memories of Ananias Fraer. But still more endearing shall be his 
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memory, for God hath said, "The righteous shall be in everlasting 
remembrance." 

We commend his noble Christian wife and his tender little one 
to the sympathies and prayers of the Church.

MRS. MARIA R. MATLACK. 

Maria Ruhl was born in Reading, Pennsylvania, September 13, 
1814. Four years afterwards she became a resident of Philadel- 
phia. There, under the ministry of Rev. Charles Pitman, she was 
converted and united with the Union Methodist Episcopal Church,' 
before she was eighteen years old — in 1832, For six years from 
this date she was a faithful Sabbath School teacher, and was asso- 
ciated with Eliza Cole, Samuel Monroe, Ellwood Stokes, Miss Mor- 
ton, Hanna Bunting, Thomas K. Peterson, John D. Curtis, Lucius 
C. Matlack, and others, who constituted a corps of seventy-five Sab- 
bath School teachers, and sustained five Sabbath Schools, auxiliary 
to the Union charge. 

The last named (Lucius C. Matlack) and herself were for six 
years known to be betrothed, although the marriage was deferred 
until March 7th, 1839, in view of preparation for, and admission to, 
the itinerant ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Two years prior to their marriage, they both united with nine 
other churchmembers to form a Methodist Anti-Slavery Society, 
Among their associates were Charles Barret, T. T. Mason and C. 
Wilson, yet living members of the Church in Philadelphia. 

For thirty-two years, without cessation, Mrs. Matlack was the con- 
stant companion of her husband in his widely extended itinerant 
career. For of a truth " they twain were one flesh." Their home 
was successively Philadelphia, Pa., Lowell, Boston, Haverhill and 
Holliston, Mass., New York City and Syracuse, N. Y., Wheaton, 
Ills., Eikton, Md., and New Orleans, La. Here they parted com- 
pany for a time. But in all other places named above, her name 
nd memory will be as precious and enduring as in New Orleans. 
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Mrs. Matlack had even shared the hardships of military life with 
her husband-riding with him at the head of his cavalry command 
days and nights together. She was as fearless among contagious 
diseases as she was brave in the camp, never shrinking from the 
bedside even of strangers, whose necessities appealed to her heart, 
although prostrate with loathsome fever, considered contagious. 

In September, 1871, her husband was prostrated with yellow 
fever,oi a malignant type; but, calmly controling the fears of otbers 
in the family by her dignified self-possession and Christian confi- 
dence, she faithfully watched over and ministered unto him, until 
recovery was no longer a question, and then, alas, she fell at her 
post of duty and of love, with all her brightly shining armor on. 
Suddenly seized with dizziness, she sank helpless to the floor, and 
was tenderly lifted by her enfeebled husband to the bed, where un- 
consciously she lay only five brief hours, and died whispering in 
sweet accents, " rest— rest— in heaven ! " 

Thus "sweetly fell asleep in Jesus," this noble Christian lady— 
this model wife of an itinerant Methodist preacher— her memory is 
precious, and her's one of the immortal names that was not born to 
die, for God hath said of all such, "they shall be in everlasting re- 
membrance." Pure and spotless in Christian character, and with 
all her graces well matured and symmetrically developed , she was of a 
truth, a Christian heroine— the heroic wife of a. noble, heroic Meth- 
odist preacher. But she now ''rests from her labors, and her works 
follow her." Peace to her memory! We tender to her bereaved 
husband our Christian condolence and heartfelt sympathy in his 
sad bereavement, and pray for him a double portion of the Holy 
Spirit to sustain him in the great work in which he is engaged, un- 
til at last with her whom he so fondly loved, he may find "rest— 
mt ~ in Imven.
